3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach nor fairly suggest the analysis methods as claimed including the steps of 
lysing the fluid sample to separate components of the fluid sample; capturing the 
separated components on a solid substrate; washing the separated components with 
wash buffers; amplifying the washed components in an the amplification chamber; and 
pumping the amplified components over a lateral flow strip for detection.
